chargeable to tho party leaders, 
Others nre beyond their control. One 
big factor apparent to the man sit- 
ting in the gallery watching Con- 
gress, or following the acts of the 
officers of. Government, is that there 
are no leaders able to hold' the par- 
ty in control and carry it along lines 
intended to be most useful to the 
country. 


These leaders early found them- 


selves given nominal places, of so- 
called leadership, and without a fol- 
owing willing to accept their ad- 
vice. The result early in_the special 
session was the formation of the 
farm bloc which succeeded in pass- 
ing legislation of special interest to 
the farming communities without 
regard to the interest of the rest of 
the country. The bloc formed the 
balance of power and the leaders 
were powerless to stop the move- 
ment. The result has been in many 
cases ill-digested legislation and the 
breaking down of party govern- 
ment There has not been much 
reduction in expenditures of Gov- 
ernment, except the natural onns 
conse<ruer.t upon the cessation of big 
war activities. Taxes have not been 
reduced as much as the people were 
led to believe would follow the over- 
throw of the Democratic Party, .and 
instead they fjf.d, 
as the elections 


approach, the threat of additional 
taxation to pay bonuses to former 
service men. 


Republicans Admit Mistakes 


Some of the Republican leaders 


themselves admit that •there have 
been mistakes. The greatest, they 
say now, was that the party plat- 
form promised too much and the 
leaders did not take into considera- 
tion the heavy -war hang-ever which 
has made it impossible to bring- 
down taxes to within reasonable 
bounds. For instance, the three es- 
sential things to be cared for be- 
fore tares are diverted to the cur- 
rent and ordinary expenses of gov- 
ernment were not considered when 
tho party promised tax reductions. 
These—interest on Liberty bonds 
and other issues for war purposes, 
the sinking fund and expenditures 
for caring for the sick and wounded 
soldiers—amount to approximately 
$2,000,000,000. This overhead will 
continue and must be provided for 
before anything else. Then the oth- 
er .expenses of government reach 
about another $1,000,000,000. 


There was great dissatisfaction 


among Republicans and tae people 
generally over the Revenue bill. In 
the writing of this measure the 
farm bloc showed its power to pre- 
vent the party's carrying out its 
campaign pledges, and the business 
man who had expected relief did 
not obtain it. The revenue legisla- 
tion and, of course, the tariff form- 
ed, in the view of the Republican 
leaders, tho issues that were intend- 
ed to have tho most appealing per- 
suasion in vote-getting. The first 
has been a hindrance.. The situation 
as to the tariff is chaotic today, with 
indication that any bill that might 
emerge from Congress in this ses- 
sion -will bo more unsatisfactory _to 
business than was the Revenue bill. 
The party is now badly divided over 
the valuation scheme, and here 
again the farm bloc will '^e strong 
enough to dictate a bill that will be 
unequal in its schedules and perhaps 
injurious to the industrial commu- 
nities. 


The troubles over the tariff, while 


big and embarrassing, are slight in- 
deed in comparison with the bonus 
legislation, which threatens to turn 
tho party into a scramble for vote- 
getting, regardless of the effect of 
such a vast expenditure upon the 
general prosperity and welfare of 
the country. So instead of correct- 
ing earlier failures and following 
out an economical policy leading to 
a return to sanity, Congress is now 
turning its face to the elections and 
asking what are the politics involv- 
ed. 


Not a Pleasing Picture 


The situation in the country., even 


in Republican strongholds, does not 
present a pleasing picture to the 
party leaders. ' They foresee danger 
in rock-ribbed Massachusetts, where 
Senator Lodge, Republican Senate 
leader, will test his popularity. Sen- 
ator McCumber, Chairman of the 
Finance Committee, is facing a hard 
factional fight for the Republican 
nomination. Senator Harry S. N£W 
of Indiana has a like fight on hand 
with ex-Senator Albert J. Beveridge 
pitted against him for the Repub- 
lican honors. Beveridge's chances 
appear to be letter, although Pres- 
ident Harding is doing all that is 
consistent to aid.Mr. New, one of his 
intimates. 


A contest of national, interest is 


that in-Ohio, President HardwgV 


State. The struggle there centres 
around the determination of the Re- 
publicans to hold the State and de- 
feat Senator Pomerene, Democrat, 
for re-election so as to increase 
President Harding's prestige for 
re-election in 3924. 
The 
same 


thought ia involved in the Democrat- 
ic battle. If they succeed in re- 
electing Pomerene, some of the man- 
agers see him as a strong possibil- 
ity for the Democratic nomination 
for President Tomerene will have 
no opposition for the nomination. 
The Republicans are divided, with 
Representative Theodore E. -Burton, 
S. D. Foss and Nicholas IxragwortJx 
aspirants for the Republican nomi- 
nation. H the Republicans become 
involved in a factional contest in the 
primaries, the situation in Novem- 
ber will not be favorable. 


The Democrats are also watching 


the contest in Indiana—where there 
is an uncompromising primary fight 
hi the Republican ranks. ExA5ov- 
enior Ralston and Andrew Bower 
are mentioned as possible Demo- 
cratic aspirants . Ex-Vice President 
Marshall will not seek political hon- 
ors again. 


In Pennsylvania, where two Sen- 


ators are to be elected, Senator 
•George Wharton Pepper will have 
no opposition. Senator Wflliam E. 
Crow will seek re-election withdut 
opposition S his health justifies 
making a fight. 


Representative Sweat has already 


announced his candidacy for the Re- 
publican nomination, to succeed Sen- 
ator Kenyon, resigned. Others who 
will be in the field are Colonel Smith 
Bookhart and C. E. Pickett 


The primary fight in Florida on 


June 6 will be of interest because of 
the report that William Jennings 
Bryan, who has become a citizen of 
Florida, will run against Senator 
TrammelL 
. Warm contests in the Republican 
primaries in Maine against Stnator 
Hale 'and in Minnesota against Sen- 
ator Kellogg are promised. Senator 
Halo may be defeated and Kellogg's 
chances of success are in danger. 


Ex-Senator Gronna, supported by 


the Nonpartisan League and the 
conservative farmers as well, is 
waging a very strong fight^for the 
Republican nomination against Sen- 
ator McCumber in North Dakota. 
Those familiar with the situation 
are of the opinion that McCumber's 
elevation to Chairmanship of the 
powerful Finance Committee will 
bring about his nomination and elec- 
tion. Some Uncertain Contests 


In Missouri the indications are 


that Senator Reed, Democrat, op- 
posed for the nomination by Breck- 
inridge Long, a former Assistant 
Secretary of Stated-will win ia the 
primary and elections. His prob- 
able Republican opponent will be 
Walter S. Dickey. 
In Virginia the progressive Dem- 


ocrats will lead' the best organized 
fight in years against the Old Guard. 
Ex-Governor Westmoreland Davis 
will be supported by tho independ- 
ents and progressives against Sena- 
tor Swanson. The result is in doubt, 
but favors Swanson. 


Senator John Sharp Williams' will 


not seek another term, having de- 
termined, along with ex-Speaker 
Cannon, to retire from politics. He 
will go to his plantation and_ devote 
himself to literature. 
Indications 


are that ex-Senator Vardaman has 
a good chance to capture the Demo- 
cratic nomination and election in 
Mississippi. 
In Nebraska Senator Hitchcock 


finds opposition to him growing 
steadily. He 'may win the Demo- 
cratic nomination, but the State may 
be reclaimed by the Republicans. 


Senator Robert M. La Fol- 


lette, regarded as the most 
powerful politician in Wiscon- 
sin, while opposed by the Len- 
root faction, will route his op- 
, ponents and be returned to the 


Senate, it is predicted. 
In Michigan, of course, the great 


local issue of the seating of New- 
berry after a vast expenditure of 
money will bo an issue. 
Senator 


Townsent supported his colleague 
and. has a spring of opponents for 
the Republican nomination, 
the 


strongest being Representative P. 
J. Kelley, a former Governor. Kel- 
ly is expected to win the nomina- 
tion. 
Sen. Miles Poindexter has en- 


countered opposition in Progressive 
Washington because of his vote in 
favor of Newberry...W. L. Polhamus 
is opposing him 'for the nomination. 
The contest there will be close. 


New York is likely to go to the 


Democrats, if ex-Governor Al Smith 
will accept the Democratkrliomina- 
tion for the Senate against Senator 
Calder, who will be renominated by 
the Republicans.

Milk Test Is 
Discussed By 


Dr.Babcock 


Hundreds Attend To Hear 


First Address of In- 


ventor in Years 


More than 300 university stu- 


dents, faculty members, and Madi- 
son towns-people gathered in Agri- 
cultural auditorium to hear Dr. S. 
M. Babcock, inventor of the Bab- 
cock milk test, speak last night and 
explain the changes which had oc- 
curred in the dairy world during 
!iis life time. 


The occasion was the first public 


address by Dr. Babcock in years. 
He was introduced by H. H. Som- 
mers, president of the Dairy club. 


Doctor Babcock told of the prim- 


itive methods common in the dairy 
industry during 
his 
boyhood in 


Oneida county, New York. 


Tells of Old Methods ' 


Cheese was made by a cumber- 


some method, and butter was manu- 
factured mostly on small fai-ms, he 
said. Few pure bred herds existed, 
for there was no large market for 
dairy products. 
No accurate test 


was in use at the time to determine 
the butter fat in milk. 


"The inefficiency of tests before 


1890 necessitated the invention of 
a test which was simple and yet 
accurate in. its workings," said Dr. 
Babcock. 


Test Badly" Needed 


"The old churn and paddle meth- 


od of making butter gradually gave 
way before the factory system which 
introduced machinery and butter- 
making on a larger 
scale. The 


quality of butter improved, but as 
yet no method had'been devised for 
determining grades of milk. With 
the improved breeds of cows, the 
factories began to adulterate the 
milk, and this resulted in the es- 
tablishment of 
independent con- 


cerns." 


In 18S4, Dr. Babcock cannj to 


Wisconsin. Dean Henry deplored 
the fact that so much fraud was 
possible in the dairy industry, and 
asked Dr. Babcock to invent some 
test that would eliminate fraud. 


South Hall Scone of Invention 
Several short testa were invent- 


ed at that time, but they were all 
inaccurate under some conditions. 
After years of research, Dr. Bab- 
cock . announced to the world that 
he had invented the Babcock test. 


A chemical control was used in 


determining the 
quality of muk, 


and Dr. Babcock set up a labora- 
tory for this purpose and sanies 
were sent' from all parts of the 
country .for 'his examination. Eis 


test releases the fat 
in. the milk 


and makes tho determination rela- 
tively simple, efficient and accurate.

If my memory serves me 
right, in 1S12. a child of 12 years 
of ago was hanged in London for 
stealing a pewter spoon. A great 
outcry was raised'against this legal 
e.recution of a child of tender years, 
but tho defenders of tho law claim- 
ed that if this child were not hung 
and other children were not simil- 
arly punished for stealing, prop- 
erty in England would not 'be safe. 


The chnntred attitude of the law 


towards juvenile delinquents is a 
good illustration of tbe growth of 
trie law in harmony with the devel- 
opment of public r*" 
toward 


juvenile offenders. 
Madison, for- 


tunately, through the able efforts 
of Judge Hoppmann. has developed 
a juvenile court here that is 
the 


.-qual of that of any of the courts 
in our largo cities. With very lit- 
tlo funds and greatly handicipped, 
the judge, starting with nothing, 
has been able to develop this juve- 
nile court. 


When cases are brought 
before 


him, he makes a very careful study 
of the delinquent from every stand- 
point. 
He has the social worker 


ret the history of the development 
of the child. 
From 
the 
child's 


teacher he rfccives a — 
' of the 


school 
progress. 
The physician 


makes a physical and mental ex- 
amination, as well as n study of the 
personality. 
With all 
of 
these 


facts before him the judge is able 
to lay out a course of treatment 
which will be most likely to make 
the boy or girl into an honest and 
self-respecting citizen. 


Juvenile courts similar to the one 


which Judge Hoppmann organized 
for Madison have been formed in 
several of the large cities of this 
country. 
One of the first men to 


develop the modern juvenile court 
was Judtro Pinckncy of 
Chicago 


He established in connection with 
his court a 
medical-psychologica 


clinic where each child was care- 
fully studied, both from the medic- 
al psychological, and social stand- 
point. 
Dr. 
William 
Healy 
had 


charge of this clinic. Doctor Healy 
found the following facts concern- 
ing the 
first 
thousand 
cases of 


children who passed 
through 
the 


court, who had been there 
more 


than once: 
. 
67 per cent had .normal minds. 
7 per cent WCT« stupid. 
S per cent were subnormal. 
10 p5r cent were feebleminded. 
7 per cent were insane. 
(Approximate figures).

of the cases that come before the 
juvenile court here is Judge Hopp- 
mann able to rule in such a way to 
reconstruct

make of him or her a successfu 
man or woman, and at the same 
time to save the county 
and th< 


state the expense of instimonaliZ' 
ing hese cases. 


An example of just how 
the 


court works might be of interest. 
Some time ago a boy came before 
the judjM accused 9f stealing.. The 
bnv's father had died wh«n he was 
quite voung and th" 
mother had 


been obliged to go out to work, 
and in this way the boy was de- 
prived of the training which is so 
necessary for proper up-bringing. 
Moreover the boy was not a very 
bright child and was not able to 
make much progress in his school 
work. As a result of this he be- 
came discouraged and discontent- 


. He felt himself quite inferior. 


In his unhappiness and discourage-, 
merit, ho began to go with boys of 
bad character, wh6 hung 
around 


street corners. He naturally-drift- 
ed to1 this type of boys because of 
his mental dullness which made it 
impossible --for him 
-to associate 


on equal terms with the brighter 
boys of tho 
community. 
He ab- 


sorbed the ideals of the boys with 
whom he played'and began to pil- 
fer small things; finally .he took 
something of value and was anest- 
ed. Had the judge been merely do- 
ing routine work, ha would either 
have placed this boy on probation 
and sent him back home 
(wajch 


would have been an unwise step, as 
he would have, gone back to tne 
same companions), or he would 
•have sent the boy -to an industrial 
school, where he probably 
would 


have been unable to get the school 
work which 'he needed so much, anc 
it is doubtful if he would hav-e ben- 
elted by such, treatment. 
A very 


earful stud*- •-" ^ cas brought out 
the facts just related and he boy 
was turned over to the probation 
officer, who -nlaced the hoy on 
farm where he will receive the ad 
vice and counsel of a sypmathetic 
man, who will take the place of a 
father. The boy is making good. 


Madison is fortunate in the facl 


that Judge Hoppmann is again be- 
fore the electorate to succeed him- 
self as senior judge of th« superior 
court. His' return to this office will 
be the privilege as well as the duty 
of the voters.

son.There are two things that point 
to this change. 


One is the effective pitching re- 


ported at this early date from the 
viiious big league training camps. 


The other is the public sentiment 
against the prevalence of swatting 
over good pitching so apparent last 
year, 
"Fans like hitting," the baseball 


magnates had said for years. And 
two years ago the hitting began. 
The batting spree was enjoyed 
thoroughly in 1920. Last 
year 


B<»bo Ruth's.endeavor to s«t a new 
world's record for slugging kept n'p 
the interest in the race for hit- 


g honors generally. Each team 


had its "Babe Ruth.'' But toward 
the end of the season the pubMe got 
tired of watching; the batters slug 
and run hog wild «n_the basea. 
Pitching had become a joke and the 


realized that the game was being 
cheapened. 


It was believed generally last 


year that the balls used in the big 
leagues had been .given more of a 
"hop."

Wisconsin! He has just issued a 


proclamation convening the legislature 
in special session on March 22nd. His 
call announces that he will recommend 
the enactment of a law making the re- 
Uirns of all corporation and individual 
incomes a public record, open at all 
times to pulblic inspection. 


It is an elementary principle of tax- 


ation that each citizen shall pay taxes 
in support of Government proportion- 
ately to his., ability. No man -will deny 
the soundness of this accepted'princi- 
ple of just and equal taxation. No man 
whose property or income is honestly 
' acquired can offer any valid reason for 
concealment ae to its value or amount. 


The amount of the tax assessed and, 


paid on farms an<l 'homes is a matter 
of public record. It is open to inspec- 
tion. The publicity of the record pro- 
tects against favoritism or 'fraud and 
insures equality in taxation as to this 
class of .property. 


Why should there be arty conceal- 


ment as to the amount of the income 
tax paid by corporations and individ- 
uals? 


Secrecy as to tax returns can serve 


no honest purpose- It shields the tax 
evader, the tax crook. 


Secrecy enables hundreds of millions 


of the righteously taxable incomes of 
profiteering corporations in every state 
to escape the payment of their just 
share of taxes. The burdens which 
these tax dodging millionaires should 
bear, are, wrongfully shifted to the 
owners of farms and homes. 


The extent of the toss resulting-from 


this high-toned Knavery is enormous. 
The field is too large to be fully covered 
by investigation. It would require a 
vast-army of specially trained account- 
arrfeand. experts to- overhaul the books 
and accounts otlhe large corporations, 
to say nothing of prosecuting the in- 
vestigation in the case of other busi- 
ness organizations and individuals. 


In so far as income tax retains have 


been investigated the loss' in revenue 
is shown to be appalling. 


The magnitude of this growing evil 


has for many yeirs caused all students 
of government the deepest concern for 
the failure of this Government 


President Harrison -regarded the

"Mr. Lincoln's startling declara- 


tion that this country could not 
exist half slave and half free, may 
be paraphrased today by-.saying 
that this country cannot; continue 
to exist 'half taxed and half *««•;;". 
Making income tax.returns a public 


record open to inspection's .are other 
public records "will of course encounter 
violent opposition from the tax dodger, 
his press and his well organized lobby. 


It will be denounced as investing the 


Government with inquisatorial powers 
and as an invasion of the right of every 
man to keep all information about his 
private business to himself. 


The answer is obvious and • conclu- 


sive. K the income of a .corporation or 
an individual is taxable, the-amount 
of that income and its honest return 
for taxation has ceased to be private 
business.

"We are members of a great 


partnership, and it is the right of 
each to know what every other 
member is CONTRIBUTING TO 
THE PARTNERSHIP and what he 
is taking from it." 
There can be no confusion about the 


issue which Governor Elaine will pre- 
sent to the Wisconsin -legislature.

"THEVTER DRIVING ITSELF INTO STATE CONTROL, AND THAT 


MEANS CENSORSHIP," SAYS RABBI 
f/_, ITHER the theater will be reformed from within, that is to say 


fr« by authors, producers and players and ourselves," said Rabbi 
*-* Stephen S. Wise in an address on "The Truth About the Theater" 


in New York recently, "or it will be reformed from without, despite all 
the evils which outward revision or reformation will be found to entail. 
Censorship will come as it ought to come unless a great and instant change 


. ' 
comes over the spirit of those that control the theater 
and over us who give it life and sustenance. _ 


"Censorship would be undesirable; but if "Demi- 


Virgins' nad 'Crossings the Rubicons' cannot be put 
out of Broadway theaters in any other way, then I 
for one shall welcome censorship. Censorship, it is 
true, may do no more than drive dirty and salacious 
plays iunder cover or1 under ground, which, is exactly 
what ought 'to happen to them. 


"Let .them be bravely repressed and driven into 


the dark,- festering corners of 
vice, if they cannot 


wholly be suppressed.' Prohibition came in part, as 
it ought to have come, because distillers and brewers 
insisted upon the inviolable rights of the saloon. The 
theaters will fare as did the saloon if the same policy 
of madness, tempered by malignity, prevails in the 
councils of the'theater. 


"The theater is and will .continue to be. 'The the- 


ater is'more than a.pastime or a luxury—it is a.highly 


important national institution, which may become either a liability or an 
asset. If merely a pastime, as js baseball, it' would be enormously im- 
portant, for the greatest number of American people, are accessible to it. 
Whatever the present day 'status, of the theater may be, this is no more 
to be -tht last word of the drama than is jazz music to replace Beethoven 
and Bach, Schubert and Brahms.

• "What are the facts about the theater of New York today. • In it 


there are being-presented many.good, wholesome, clean, worthwhile plays, 
some plays which are. not uniformly bad but spottily suggestive," and some 
plays that are vile beyond words. 'The Demi-Virgin' is-not a play, at all. 
As I sat through a performance.I .thought of the degradation,of a-great 
'art, that of the theater, the-hurniliation. of a .calling,'.that of the players, 
and the deep'; damning insult offered to a.people by its presentation.. •
